The great event of the week, for the

of resources no less than of men, and 
in order that the resources of Ameri.ca 
be ^completely mobilised the transpor- 
ratfonr-systems of the country must be 
organized and operated under, a single 
authority.

wherever possible. The secretary of 
war also was requested to ascertain 
whether any other serious shortages 
existed and If so, to obtain the sup- 
plies at once. Mr. Baker said he would 
take the action requested.
